THE MURDERER SCHOEPPE.

The Attorney-{iencral’s Heport on His Case.

The following i8 Attorney-General Brewster's
opinion upon the case of Dr. Paul Schoeppe,
convicted of the murder of Miss Maria Sten
necke in Carligle, I'a., and convicted in Degem
ber last. Our despatches yesterday mentioned
the fact that the Governor had signed Schoeppe’s
death-warrant:—

A. That the Court had erred in allowing o hiy-
pothetical ¢ase, not justified by the facts, to be
submitted 1o the witnesses,

B. That the Court had erred In certain in-
structions to the jury, ete.

. That the Supreme Court erred in not allow-
ing a writ of error,

This synopeis of the case may possibly omit
points taken on both sides; but it Is belleved that
such omissions will be found to counsist of rmnt-
ters in some mannoer connected with the general
classifientions of the case which I have enden-
vored to {:rr-»«unl.

The written and oral arguments submitted to
you have been princlpally directed to the dis-
cussion of the questien as to whether there were
any symptoms or trace of polson suflicient in
law to juetify a conviction.

On the one side, Dr. William P. A. Aiken, a
tencher of chemistry for over thirty-cight years,
and a Professor In the University of Maryland
for over thirty years, states with great precision
and cleamess the particulars of his analysis and
the resnlt, e applied two tests—the vapor and
the liguid tests—both of which satistied him of
the presence of prussic acid. Besldes this, his
distillate had a faint odor which reminded him
of prassic acid, “buat too Tnint to Le of any im-
portance by itself.”

On behalf of the defendant this part of the
Commonwealth’s case is very carnestly assailed.
It is said:—

First. That the sulphurie acid employed Ly
Profeszor Aiken nszigted in the production of
prusgic acld from the saliva.

Second. That he omitted the most important
of all the teete—1lint of nitrate of silver.

In support of these (and, perhaps, other)
points several respectable practitioners were ex-
amined on the trial, and a number of learned
physiclans and chemists have recontly submitted
thelr views thercon in opposition to rofessor
Alken.

The dizagreement of experts is unfortnnately
developed by every ease involving sclentific in-
vestigntion, We muat invoke their aid, Saun-
ders, J., in one of the carlicst cases, sald:—*"I
grant that if matters arise in our lnw which con-
cern other scienceg or facultics, we commonly
apply for the ald of that science or faculty which
it concerns.” (Buckley vs. Riee Thomas, 1 Plow-
den, 124.)

This was over three hundred vears agzo, but it
was no new doctrine at that date, for experts
were known to the Roman law.  (Ordronauy’s
Jurispruodence of Medicine, 120.)

Notwithstanding the antiquity of this usage, I
doubt whether the case was ever known in which
there was an entire agreement of experts, and
the “confusions of gelence™ are, doubtless, as old
as the rule which adwitted the evidence of per-
sons elkilled in art.

It is certainly an elementary rule that, in
soarching for poison. every known test shonlid be
applied, and that the opinion of an expert, how-
ever celebrated, s utterly worthless anless he
can support it by reliable data. Dy, Alkeén no-
dertakes to explain the omlgeion of the nitrate
of sllver test. He says it use Hean only produce
a cyanide, which must afterwards be verified by
the sulphur and iron tests."

But [l do not propose to discuss the points
upoen which these learned professors differ. If
[]|n_\’ who have devoted their lives to the ::I_ll.!L\'
of these questions cannot agree a8 to the re-
sults, it wonld be hopeless for othiers to under-
take o settlement of thelr controversy.

The answer given by the law to all of these
disputations is simply this:—The whole guestion
wns thoronghly discnssed and falrly submitted
to the tribunal zelected for its solution, the jury
of the vicinage. They have settled it, nnd with
them rests the 1esponsibility,  Had their verdict
heen against the evidence, the court wounld never
have entered judgment thercon. lHad the Judge
committed any crror in admissions or rejections
of evidence, or in his instructions to the jury. o
writ of error would doubtless have been allowed.

The refusal of the allocatur by thel Supreme
Court is a decision by our hizhest lrihlmuIL that
there is no error 1o be found in the record, and
thelr judgment i binding upon the Executive as
to all matters of low within their jurisdiction.
The verdiet of the jury and the judgment thereon
of the court below are equally conclusive os to
all the questions of fact. Inmy view this pro-
position digposes of the whole cise, and unless
the grunt of the power to 'lm:'duu invests the
Chiel Magistrate with the functions of & high
court of crror and appeals, I do not see how any
of the points s0 nbly and elaborately presented
Ly the defendant’s counsel can have weight.

A case of oppression may be Imagined In
which it would be the duty of the Exceative to
interfere, but no one can read the charge of the
lenrned judee who presided at this trinl without
being impressed with 1ts fairness and  hmparti-
ality.

For thege reasons | ro pectfully recommend
that you decline to review the guestions passed
upon by the Court and jury. With great respect,
